AKRON, April 19 —A 5 8 -y ear-old man was held on suspicion to­ 
day after charred human remains, identified through dental work as 
those of the m issing 24-y ear-old Ruth Zwieker, were found in the 
furnace of the North Hill Methodist Church. 
The girl’s father, A. W. Zwieker, who identified the remains, had 
reported his daughter missing since she had gone to the church last 
Satruday to practice for the Easter musical program. He had feared 
her a v ictim of amnesia. 
The suspect, whose name was withheld, told authorities that the 
girl had been fatally Injured in a fall that morning, and when he had 
discov ered her body , he had stuffed it into the furnace in an attempt 
to keep from besoming Inv olv ed in the death, according to inspector 
Vernon Cross. 
Cross had suspected foul play when he found no trace of the girl 
since she arriv ed at the church. 
Her car was found parked a few 
steps away .

A Busy

yo ur bo dy — a little o ver five 
quarts. Abo ut two -fifths o f this 
are the red blo o d cells. They flo at, 
pretty widely separated, is the 
serum, but if packed do wn they 
wo uld co nstitute abo ut two -fifü js

o f the entire vo lume. The rest o f 
the blo o d is the plasma, o r serum, 
which is a clear, yello wish fluid. 
We discussed the red cells last 
week. To day 1 want to call a t­ 
tentio n to the activities o f all the 
chemicals that are co ntained in 
the blo o d plasma. This carries all 
the fo o d to the tissues, all the m in­ 
erals and vitamins. Our kno wl­ 
edge o f blo o d chemistry has be­ 
co me very accurate in the last 
quarte r-century. 
Co ntents o f Blo o d 


\ chemist estimates that in this 
half-bucket o f blo o d there is dis­ 
so lved a teaspo o nful o f sugar and 
a tableapo o nful o f o rdinary table 
salt, and abo ut a tablespo o nful o f 
so dium bicarbo nate o r o rdinary 
baking so da. There are abo ut six 
o -grain capsules o f nitro geno us 
pro ducts in the blo o d, and abo ut 
I 
1/100 o f a grain o f io dine. There 
is fro m a teaspo o nful to a table­ 
spo o nful o f fat. 
These substances are all in a 
state o f flux and it is, indeed, a 
very busy chemical facto ry. These 
substances arc, o f co urse, all de­ 
rived fro m the fo o d. A fter diges­ 
tio n they are carried to the liver— 
mo st o f them—and there changed 
into fo rms which the cells can 
utilize. 
So me part o f them is 
sto red in the liver and the rest 
released in the blo o d stream. 
The teaspo o nful o f sugar which 
Is co ntained in yo ur half bucket o f 
blo o d is there fo r quick energy. It 
is like gaso line in the carbureto r. 
When a muscle co ntracts, no m at­ 
ter ho w little, a certain amo unt o f 
this energy chemical is used up, 
unites 
vrith 
o xygen, 
literally 
burns, and releases energy by a 
minute and inaudible explo sio n. 
If yo u do a go o d stint o f hard, 
muscular wo rk, the teaspo o nful o f 
sugar in yo ur blo o d is quickly used 
up and the bo dy calLs upo n the re­ 
serves o f sugar which arc sto red 
in the liver—as it wo uld the gas­ 
o line in the tank. 
The perso n with diabetes, in­ 
stead o f having o ne teaspo o nful 


Factory 
has abo ut two tcaspo o nfuls o f 
sugar in his blo o d and he can’t 
get rid o f it in the muscles because 
the sparket is no t wo rking. 
A similar o utline co uld be made 
fo r the way all the o ther chemical 
co nstituents o f the blo o d are used 
but so me o f the pro cesses are 
quite technical and difficult to ex­ 
plain. 
The bo dy is, ho wever, a very 
busy facto ry, indeed, and, o f 
co urse, it creates heat, which is 
the tem perature o f yo ur bo dy. 
There are no strikes, and no walk­ 
o uts, and no picketing, and no 
co llective bargaining amo ng the 
wo rkers o f the bo dy, fo r if any o f 
them sto p fo r any length o f time, 
there wo uldn’t be any bo dy, there 
wo uldn’t be any facto ry and no ­ 
bo dy wo uld get paid anything. 
Maybe there is a lesso n in this.

HANNA CITY, 111., A pril 19 
-—A 
backwoods te n a n t 
farm er 
traded a half dozen ea rs of corn 
for a $21,000 farm . Of course, they 
were not ordinary ears of corn th a t 
baldish good-natured Eddie Dou- 
bet turned over to L ester P fister, 
prom inent seed m erchant of n ear­ 
by El Paso. 
The corn represented th e culm i­ 
nation of 21 years of breeding, an 
inbred strain which h as proven to 
have astounding pow er of resist­ 
ance to chinch bugs and drought 
in addition to exceptionally high 
yield (IO bushels an acre w ith a 
une-half inch of rain! and rugged 
stalk s. D oubet and his wife. Mil­ 
dred, now com fortably installed 
on th e ir splendid farm , can look 
upon th e ir ow nership as the equi­ 
valen t of exactly $1,000 p er year 
fo r th e ir persistent effo rts in pro­ 
ducing a superior strain of corn. 
E ver since Eddie began fa rm ­ 
ing as a boy of 18. his neighbors 
had 
regarded him as 
“slightly 
touched in the head.” The m ost 
conscipuous evidence, they believ­ 
ed. w ere the paper bags he placed 
over th e tassels to catch the pollen. 
L ast year he used 50,000 such bags. 
These bags were tra n sp a re n t and 
placed over young silks to enable 
him to get the m ale and fem ale 
units for breeding purposes. 
C ultivated 180 A cres 
Now. for miles around, Eddie is 
regarded as a farm er whose dis­ 
coveries m ay be of profound sig­ 
nificance to agriculture. B ut no one 
is prouder of him th an his wife, 
who has worked side by side w ith 
him in cultivating his 180 acres 
and conducting his experim ents, 
w hich took as much as $5,000 in 
(me y ear from their income. 
“The drought years of 1934 and 
1936 put us on the m ap,” Doubet 
said. 
W hile farm ers 
throughout 
the country were suffering te rri­ 
fic losses from tack of m oisture 
and the atten d a n t rav ag es of the 
chinch bug, his corn showed no ill 
effects. 
D oubet w as skeptical of the pro- i 
Lability th a t he had developed a 
rem ark ab le strain of corn. To tho­ 
roughly convince him self, he ra is­ 
ed a huge crop of chinch bugs in 
his cornfield w ith rasp b erry bram ­ 
bles and soy bean straw . He w atch­ 
ed the bugs hatch and sw arm over 
sam ples 
of 40 
strains. The 
corn 
showed no dam age and the bugs 


j left th e stalks. 
The rugged stalk s of the Doubet 
stra in s 
repeatedly 
had 
proven 
them selves during high w inds and 
storm s. While their neighbors’ corn 
fields w ere levelled, his corn stood 
up. S talk s from his silo have sup­ 
ported the entire w eight of children 
In dem onstrations of their to u g h ­ 
ness. 
In 1929 an ear of his corn won 
first place a t tho old Peoria F air 
and 
Im plem ent show. The 
judge 


who aw arded his ear first prize, 
Prof. J. C. H acklem an of the U n i­ 
versity of Chicago, took a g rea t 
Interest in his breeding nativities 
and co-operated w ith him. 
Inbred From One Ear 
This prize-w inning ea r w as the 
foundation of the present strain . 
The kernels from this ear w ere 
carefully planted in sh o rt row s 
and the in-breeding of only the 
strongest and best appearing sta lk s 
has been going on for IO years. 
From 
this ea r 12 select 
inbreds ( 
have been developed. 
L ast spring D oubet sold 40 bu- j 
shels of seed corn for $4,000 and 
added an qther $1,000 to finance 
the m ost extensive program 
of 
experim entation he has ever been 
able to undertake. 
His d au g h ter does m ost of the 
housew ork 
because Mrs. 
D oubet 
prefers to w ork in the fields w ith 
her husband. She has become an 
ex p ert in "bag g in g ” the pollen and 
can coax the tra c to r into doing 
m ost an y th in g she w ants d' ne. 
P fister, a leading seed m erchant, 
cam e to D oubet and asked him 
w hat he would have to pay for 
exclusive rig h ts to his new stra in 
of corn. 
W ithout b attin g an eyelash. E d ­ 
die replied, “I t ’ll cost you a m ighty 
good farm ." 
“I t’s a deal!” P fister affirm ed. 
Eddie and wife picked out the 
farm they w anted. It cost P fister 
$21,000 in cold cash.
